Mr. R. A. CassiUy, of New York, 
Who is assisting in the organiKatlou 
of the ^'jlli()Il nollur C'anipiiiKn, was 
good cui)iit;h to give the Uuily an 
Interview yesterday on the general 
aspect of the undertaking. 

The organization and methods, t-ays 
Mr. Cnssidy, are silbstantially 
the same aa those pursued by tUe 
short term campaigns which have 
taken place in the many cities of 
North America. The idea of collecting 
big sums in a short time for public 
purposes had its origin a few years ' 
ago. At first one month was the 
time alotteil. Then it was found that 
three weeks was ample. Even this, 
however, was too long, The essential | 
characteristic ot these campaigns was | 
that the prominent business men of , 
the c ity should take the principal 
part, giving the benefit of the ex- 
perience and instilling confidence in- 
to the community. But they could 
not he expected to give three weeks, 
or even a fortnight, of their valuahle 
time. Thus the idea of a one week i 
campaign was evolved. ' 

McGill will have the distinction of 
raising the lar^est amount ever col- 
lected in Bo short a time. Only two 
other atteinptK of equal magnitude 
have been made. Two years ago ; 
Johns Hopkins tried to raise fl,- i 
000,000 but took a much longer time | 
about it, and last December another 
Campaign was necessary to secure the i 
balance not subscribed in the first |

Montreal's move will stand alone 
as a monimieni ol civic spirit and 
iride in her university. She will have 
done much more than either lialti- 
more or Philadelphia, since her Eng- 
lish-speaking Population is far sraall- 
ar than either of those two cities. 
Toronto raised |800,000 in two weeks 
iust year for the Y. M. C. A. Moo- 
treal will raise $1,UOO,UOO this year 
iu five days for McGill. 

"Montreal," said Mr. Casssidy, 
"in attempting to raise U,000,000 in 
five days is undertaking more than 
any ,city in the world has either ac- 
complished or attempted to accom- 
plish."

DR. JAMES IKHUn.AS -A SKETCH 
OF LIFE AND CAREER. 
McGill's latest benefactor. Dr. 
.lajncs l)oUj,'l,iB, H. A., I.I.. I)., is a 
native of c^aciicc ( ity where he was 
born in the year 1837 and where liis 
futbcr, fur many years practiced tbe 
medical profession. 

Dr. Douglas was educated at 
Quern's TInlveraity, Kin;;stiin, from 
which he graduated in Ix.'iS with the 
decree of liachelo, nf Arts. The fol- 
lowing year saw the f'nisliini; touches 
put on his college education at Edin- 
burgh University; at the end of which 
time he returned to Quebec and was 
married n year later. Dr. Douglas 
I hen acceptt d and hi Id for many 
years the position of Trofessor of 
Chemistry at Morin College. He was 
much interested, even In his early 
days, in mining and mettalurgical 
work and for some time was con- 
nected with a copper mine at Eustls, 
CJuc. It Was dur n - thi.s period that 
Dr. Douglas l.c-uaiu closely associated 
with the late Dr. T. Sterry Hunt of 
Montreal, who was later to become 
one ot tbe moat celebrated Canadian

RHODES 80H0LAR8HIPS 



When Mr. Cecil Rhodes conceived the idea of the Rhodes 
Scluilar system he had iu mind a great object. He was an- 
xious to leave behind him some Institution which would 
serve as an Emplre-bullding force, and as a unifying power 
In the whole Anglo-Saxon world. He believed that this could 
best be attained by affording to the pick of the young men 
of the liritish Oversea Dominions and the United States an 
opportunity of securing culture and training at one of the 
world's great fountains of 'knowledge. It was aimed to have 
these young men become thoroughly imbued with the In- 
fluences of classic Oxford. But still more important, it was 
aimed to give these representatives of the outposts of Em- 
pire the broadened vision which could 'fit them to be leaders 
in a new Imperialism of the future, fntailins trust in the 
permanence ofltbe British Empire was a deciding element 
in the action of Mr. Cecil Rhodes. 

* • • * • 

Whether or not the system of Rhodes scnolars Is destined 
to lienr fruit in the kind which Mr. Rhodes intended re- 
mains to be seen. We have not yet had time to determine 
whether the men who thus receive three years training in 
Oxford will really he the leaders in the political life of their 
homeland. Meanwhile it is is only pertinent to consider an- 
other phase of the problem which Rhodes Scholarships will 
attempt to solve. 

• • • • • 

If the fabric of the liriti.sh l^nipire is to le re>:ar.!e.l .is 
cndmini;, and we bave every ruison to trust that i.s i.~, then 
we must provide for a distinctly new type of publicist and 
statesmen. Sooner or later there Is bound to come a species 
of permanent Imperial Council. It will be necessary for the 
members of this Council to have acquaintance and ex- 
pcrienci' with the |)roblenis and dilllculties of every section 
of the Knipire, In a wonl, il will le iienssary for the 
.Statesirien of the lirili.-li Isles I liemselves to keep more in- 
timately in touch with the Oversea Dominions. Th? successful 
government of a Vast Empire can countenance na insularity. 
Should there not, then, be some plan whereby the pr6ml8- 
Ing young men of the Motherland could he enabled to come 
Into Intimate aci^uaintance with the eonilition of the Kni- 
pire I'pyorid, just as .Mr. Hlunles' sclii'iue alTords a similar 
oppoilioiily for the represenl at 1 vcs of the Dominions?

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Next year at Kingston, however, 
he was mora fortunate. Ho bugged 
second in the broad, and wtn the 
hurdles in fin? style on a track that 
can only bo designntcd as a "crime" 
in 1? sees,, a time which would 
probably ha/^^a been worth 16 2-5 
on the M. A. A. A. track,. 

This year again ho has distinguish- 
ed himself by winning both broad 
jump and hurdles. His time was 
10 2-5, but his "hind foot" 
atgain guilty and he cannot get the 
record he so greatly deserves.
